Opponents of Movement Spoke Before 
Congressional Committee Today. 


Q.—W hat is life? 
(Theo.) 
Answer.—To live is to possess sen­ 
tient being; to be capable of conscious­ 
ness, joy or sorrow, pleasure or pain. 
Life, in its highest sense, is known as 
immortality. 
Immortality signifies in­ 
herent life, a life not sustained by out­ 
side supplies, conditions or influences, 
but life possessed iii one’s self. 
Life 
possessed in this sense belonged origi­ 
nally to God alone; but it has been 
given by the Father to the Lord Jesus 
Christ; and He promises this highest 
form of life to His faithful Church, 
His Bride, His companions in King­ 
dom glory. 
However, life in an infe­ 
rior sense is the possession of the an­ 
gels through the grace or the Creator. 
who is pleased that they shall enjoy it 
everlastingly in harmony with His 
will.

The appetite of the sheep is some­

that 
needs 
watching.

at

time. 
Over feeding is Ho advantage 


o them and is, of course, a loss to the 
feeder. 
Sheep 
must 
have 
plenty 
of 
ex­ 
ercise or they will run down at a rapid 
rate. 
They musth be kept strong 
on their legs. 
If a larger proportion of our farms 
were stocked with improved 
sheep 
the hired 
help 
problem 
would 
be 
solved at once. 
One man can grow a large flock of 
sheep aud grow enough food to win­ 
ter them in good condition with very 
little labor. 
No animal deteriorates so 
rapidly 
from neglect or shows so marked an 
improvement for good as a well-bred 
sheep. 
To make these animals 
pay 
keep 
the best obtainable and give them the 
best care possible. 
One trouble with the sheep business 
in this country is that it has not been 
made enough of a business. 
It has 
been played with, so to speak, and put­ 
ting the real effort into things which 
seemed to us more important. 
When buying sheep go in for those 
that are close-wooled.

Sheep have many good points to

LOCATION OF APPLE ORCHARD 


Best Soil for 
Fruit Is 
Deep, Well- 
Drained Clay Loam— Few Other 
Most Important Details. 


lf we are thinking of planting an 
apple orchard there are a great many 
things we need to consider. 
First of 
all, the soil. 
Apples will grow on 
many types of soil, but a really good 
apple soil is a deep, well-drained clay 
loam, says a writer in an exchange. 
Borings to a depth of three or four 
feet should be made to determine the 
subsoil. 
Clayey or stone clay sub­ 
soils are good; sandy subsoils are ob­ 
jectionable. 
The location of the or­ 
chard is very important. 
Some slope 
is desirable, although It should not 
be 60 steep as to induce surface wash­ 
ing. W e need also to be able to drive 
a horse and wagon all over it, so as 
to give the necessary sprayings and 
to pick the fruit. 
The direction of 
slope Is not so important, and we may 
say that all slopes are about equally 
good. 
I would plant one-year budded 
trees and no others, if I could get 
those well grown. 
I would like to 
have them three to four 
feet 
in 
height. 
It has often been said that 
euch trees may be suitable for states 
farther south, but they will not do 
well here In New England. 
This is 
not the case, and the best orchards 
that I have seen have been developed 
from such trees.
